All 
women who self-identify as lesbian, are 18 years or older, and live in the greater Chicago metropolitan area are eligible to 
participate. We are particularly looking for African-American, Latina, Asian or other racial or ethnic backgrounds; women 
who are not “out” as lesbians; women who are between 18-25 or over 50; women who have a high school education or 
less; and lower-income women. 

The CHLEW study is designed to collect data on the health and life experiences of the diverse group of women who iden- 
tify as lesbian. Very little research has focused on lesbian health, and almost no studies have included large numbers of 
lesbians of color. Your participation can help improve healthcare providers’ understanding of lesbians’ health concerns. 
The study is funded by the National Institutes of Health of the U.S. Dept, of Health and Human Services. Each of the 
women quoted above are working on this study.

Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz) 

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you 
refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your 
only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you 
start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when 
using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a H non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA 
has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune 
cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of 
your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice 
safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 
by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right 
away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing 
schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor 
or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your 
own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This 
is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine 
is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become 
harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other 
side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be 
lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. 
Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

A small number of patients have had severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. 
Some patients have had thoughts of suicide and a few patients have actually committed 
suicide. These problems tend to occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness. 
You should contact your doctor immediately if you think you are having these symptoms, so 
your doctor can decide whether you should continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or 
unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less 


noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken 
the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these side effects, such as dizziness, it does not 
mean that you will also have severe depression, strange thoughts or angry behavior. Tell 
your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the 
possibility that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or 
mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are 
having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop 
a rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 

However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 

Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell 
your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen 
in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You 
should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking 
SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, 
talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you 
are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may 
change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the 
medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA**: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA**: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA or 
HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com.

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African-American gay man 
murdered in West Virginia 


The Human Rights Campaign 
and local and regional gay 
groups are praising federal law 
enforcement agencies for 
announcing they will open a 
preliminary investigation into 
the slaying of Arthur Warren Jr. 
in what is widely considered a 
possible hate crime based on 
race and sexual orientation. 

"We are extremely pleased 
that this case has been given 
the attention it deserves by fed- 
eral law enforcement officials 
and we are more confident than 
ever that justice will prevail," 
said HRC Political Director 
Winnie Stachelberg. "It is cru- 
cial that Congress pass hate- 
crime legislation so all cases 
can be investigated and prose- 
cuted fairly. The Warren case is 
a perfect example of why it is 
sometimes necessary to go to 



the top, to get to the bottom of 
a crime."

The Department of Justice 
(DOJ), the U.S. Attorney and 
the FBI announced the joint 
preliminary investigation after

Deputy Attorney General Eric 
Holder met with members of 
Warren's family and civil-rights 
leaders July 20. The meeting 
was attended by Arthur Warren 
Sr., the victim's father; Brenda 
Warren, his mother; Wade 
Henderson, executive director. 
Leadership Conference on Civil 
Rights; Hilary Shelton, 
Washington bureau director, 
NAACP; and representatives 
from the Human Rights 
Campaign. 

A candlelight vigil is to be 
held in Washington July 20 in 
remembrance of Warren and to 
urge Congress to pass the Hate 
Crime Prevention Act (HCPA) 
which passed the Senate in 
June and is now before the 
House. 

Tire HCPA would extend cur- 
rent federal hate crime protec- 
tion — which covers race, reli- 
gion, color and national ori- 
gin — to gender, sexual orienta- 
tion and disability. HCPA 
would serve as a tool to help 
law enforcement by allowing 
federal assistance, when neces- 
sary, in the investigation and 
prosecutions of hate crimes, 
HRC said. 

HCPA has broad support 
from notable law enforcement 
agencies and state and local 
leaders including 22 state attor- 
neys general, the Police 


Foundation and the National 
Sheriff's Association. 

Warren, whose body was 
found July 4, had left his par- 
ents' house and walked across 
town on July 3 to a vacant 
house where two 17-year-old 
boys — David Allen Parker and 
Jared Wilson, allegedly beat 
and kicked him to death, 
according to local law enforce- 
ment officials. 

After putting Warren's body 
into the trunk of a car, the two 
teens drove a mile east of Grant 
Town, laid his body on the 
ground and then drove over it 
several times in an attempt to 
stage a hit-and-run accident. 

The alleged perpetrators later 
burned their bloody clothes, the 
officials said. A 15-year-old boy, 
who witnessed the murder, 
confessed to his mother and to 
the police that he had seen the 
killing and helped the other 
boys clean up the murder 
scene, the officials said. 

% But while evidence squarely 
points to a hate crime, Marion 
County (W.Va.) Sheriff Ron 
Watkins and Prosecutor G. 
Richard Bunner have persis- 
tently said they believe hate 
was not a factor. The alleged 
perpetrators have been charged 
with first-degree murder, 
according to Chip Phillips, a 
detective with the sheriff's 
department and they appeared 
in a Marion County courtroom 
July 19 for their preliminary 
hearing, after which Circuit 
Judge Rodney Merrifield ruled 
there was probable cause to 
pursue the charges against 
them. Bunner has not yet filed 
a petition to have the boys tried 
as adults. 

"If tried as juveniles by local 
authorities in West Virginia, the 
perpetrators of this crime 
could walk out of prison in 
three years," said HRC 
Communications Director 
David M. Smith. "This would 
clearly be a travesty of justice 
and we believe the involvement 
of federal authorities will limit 
the chances the unthinkable 
would happen."

Police admit no wongdoing in death which 
may have been tied to race, gender ID

There was nothing simple 
about the life or death of 
Logan Smith. This Hoffman 
Estates youth was left untreat- 
ed by police and healthcare 
professionals perplexed at his 
unique medical condition, and 
as a result Logan's family 
members lost a cherished part 
of their lives. 

Last month, Logan Smith's 
family won a $4.95 million set- 
tlement from the Village of 
Hoffman Estates (which will 
pay the bulk of the fees, $4 
million), members of the vil- 
lage's police force, Columbia 
Hoffman Estates Medical 
Center, and others. In settling, 
the village is admitting to no 
wrongdoing. 

The case also highlighted 
potential racial profiling in the 
Northwest Suburb of Chicago. 

Logan Smith's life and brutal 
1996 death were chronicled 
indepth in the February 1997 
Outlines. 

Born a genetic male with 
under-developed genitalia, 
Logan was raised as a female. 
But at age 15 and after surgical 
alterations, Logan decided he 
wanted to be treated as a man. 
His medical condition was 
such that Hoffman Estates 
Village Attorney Richard 
Williams initially, and erro- 
neously, reported that "Smith 
died not from trauma, but 
from complications arising 
from a sex-change operation." 

Young and Black, Logan 
lived with his mother, 

Bettijean, and brother Brian 
within an encircling suburban 
community older and whiter. 
Hoffman Estates, located 29 
miles northwest of Chicago's 
Loop and just off the 
Northwest Tollway, is one of 
the more prosperous area sub- 


urbs. The village's Black popu- 
lation is less than four percent, 
with a lengthy history of docu- 
mented discrimination. One of 
two Black officers in the 90- 
member village police force 
testified that she often heard 
racial slurs and jokes among 
her fellow officers. And per- 
haps this racial bias translated 
into the traffic stop in January 
1996 which resulted in Smith's 
death. 

Logan and his brother Brian 
were stopped by police around 
7 a.m. on Jan. 22, 1996. Officer 
Gregory Polous, according to 
the lawsuit, approached their 
vehicle, which was parked in 
front of their own home, and 
alleged that the driver, Brian, 
committed two offenses: fail- 
ure to signal a right turn while 
turning from a secluded resi- 
dential street into a dead end, 
and failure to display a license 
plate, in lieu of a temporary 
license plate clearly displayed 
in compliance with Illinois law. 

With Logan, age 24, already 
in the townhome, officer 
Polous reportedly maced Brian 
as he removed groceries from 
the back seat. Logan returned 
to assist his now-blinded 
brother, taking him inside to 
wash his eyes with water. The 
complaint states that Polous, 
still having yet to issue any 
traffic citations, followed the 
two into the Smith residence 
without justification or permis- 
sion, and without having 
obtained a search warrant. 
Logan, reminding Polous of 
the unconstitutionality of this 
act, was placed under arrest 
for interfering with an officer's 
exercise of duties. 

Two more officers also then 
entered the home, without a 
warrant. The lawsuit alleged 


that the officers seized Logan 
with "great and unreasonable 
force," kicking him in his 
abdomen and spraying him 
with pepper gas. Bettijean said 
her son did not understand the 
charges, and had offered no 
resistance. 

Immediately, Logan began to 
complain about severe pain he 


receptacle, spilling urine 
directly into Logan's abdomi- 
nal cavity, precipitating the 
septic infection that culminat- 
ed in his death. 

Around 10 a.m., despite 
more complaints of pain from 
Logan, he was taken for pro- 
cessing and incarceration to 
the Hoffman Estates Police 
Station lockup. 

Logan remained in 
his cell despite obvi- 
ous physical deterio- 
ration. Bettijean 
arrived at 1 p.m. to 
post bond, and when 
she saw her son she 
insisted on having an 
ambulance pick him 
up. Back at the hospi- 
tal, Logan repeatedly 
informed the medical 
staff that he was 
kicked in the 
abdomen by his 
arresting officers. 
Logan remained in 
critical condition 
until his death around 11 p.m. 

McFadden said police early 
on pushed the rumor that 
Logan's death was a result of 
complications from a sex- 
change operation. Perhaps the 
village thought less sympathy 
would be generated for a 
transgendered person, playing 
to homophobic fears of the 
community. 

Born a genetic male though 
with under-developed and 
subsequently surgically altered 
genitalia, Logan was com- 
pelled to urinate using a 
catheter. Prompted by his 
admittedly unique anatomy 
and the need for privacy, doc- 
tors and psychologists suggest- 
ed that the Smiths raise him as 
a girl. As Logan matured and 
medical technologies 
advanced, plastic surgeons 
were gradually able to recon- 
struct his genitalia, hoping to 
eventually make them not only 
aesthetically realistic, but 
functional. At age 15, Logan 
chose to look, act and be treat- 
ed as a man.

was experiencing in his 
abdomen, repeatedly request- 
ing medical assistance. Finally 
transported by ambulance to 
the Hoffman Estates Medical 
Center, Logan was diagnosed 
with a urinary tract infection 
and released without the pecu- 
liarities of Logan's medical sta- 
tus, or the circumstances of his 
arrest, being communicated to 
the presiding medical techni- 
cians. 

As attorney Monica 
McFadden, who would even- 
tually be victorious for the 
Smith family, told Outlines in 
1997, emergency room profes- 
sionals chose to ignore that 
Smith was a lifelong sufferer of 
a congenital anatomical anom- 
aly: Born with an external 
bladder and vestigial genitalia, 
subjected throughout his child- 
hood and young adult life to a 
series of corrective surgical 
procedures, Logan had what 
professionals call a "cecal 
reservoir," an alternative blad- 
der made from a lower portion 
of his intestinal tract. The law- 
suit alleged that the conflagra- 
tion with police ruptured this

AIDS Confab 
in Africa

DURBAN, South Africa: Nelson 
Mandela, the former president 
of South Africa, electrified the 
closing session of the XIII 
International Conference on 
AIDS with his mere presence. 

He entered to a sustained stand- 
ing ovation, complete with cries 
in Zulu and other dialects of the 
region, and chants from the 
struggle to end apartheid. 

He looked frail but his ringing 
voice belied his 82 years and 
offered a capstone of hope that 
the attendees had been seeking. 
"If 27 years in prison have done 
anything to us, it was to use the 
silence of solitude to make us 
understand how precious words 
are and how real speech is in its 
impact upon the way people 
live or die," said Mandela on 
the Conference theme of "Break 
the Silence." 

He did not directly mention 
the controversy surrounding 
President Thambo Mbecki's 
embrace of AIDS denialists or 
the substance of those issues, 
that had dominated discussion 
and news coverage of the 
Conference. Mandela called 
them a distraction "from the real 
life and death issues." He 
praised Mbecki several times 
during the course of his speech. 

Mandela called upon the tra- 
dition of collective leadership in 
Africa. "In the face of the grave 
threat posed by HIV/ AIDS, we 
have to rise above our differ- 
ences and combine our efforts to 
save our people. History will 
judge us harshly if we fail to do 
so now, and right now." 

Mandela outlined the need for 
programs that work to "banish 
stigma and discrimination," pre- 
vent new infections, offer treat- 
ment, and support the sur- 
vivors. He specifically support- 
ed "measures to reduce mother- 
to-child transmission," an action 
resisted by the South African 
government. 

"Others will not save us if we 
do not primarily commit our- 


selves," said Mandela, but that 
did not negate the need for sup- 
port and alliances both within 
societies and from without. H 

"You cannot imagine how 
your speech is music to our 
ears," said Conference chair 
"Jerry" Coodavia. "It has 
answered so many unspoken 
and spoken questions on our 
lips. It has filled the torment in 
our hearts." He pledged, on 
behalf of scientists, that they 
would do their part. 

ASSESSMENT 

"Pve been coming to this 
meeting since 1988 and this is 
by far the best International 
AIDS Conference that I've ever 
been to," said David Barr, an 
AIDS advocate from New York. 
"It is the first time that a whole 
new set of issues have been 
raised concerning how health 
care is provided." That includes 
the roles of industry, govern- 
ment, and "what things cost." 

Pulitzer Prize-winning AIDS 
journalist Laurie Garrett called 
the Conference "a huge turning 
point" in dealing with "access to 
care, inequity in North-South 
relations, the agenda of how can 
HAART get to everybody." 

"There is clear evidence of a 
major political shift," said Bill 
Arnold, with the ADAP 
Working Group in Washington, 
D.C. "Clearly industry has gone 
through a whole bunch of 
behind closed doors type deci- 
sions" about how they are going 
to meet the call for access to 
therapy for the poorer nations. 

"It was tremendously impor- 
tant to come here and see the 
face of AIDS as it affects most of 


the world," said David Scon- 
dras, a Boston activist who also 
was appointed by President 
Mbecki and serves on the South 
African AIDS Commission. 

"When we chose South Africa, 
many, many expressed their 
concerns, particularly those who 
are not with us today," said 
Stefano Vella, incoming presi- 
dent of the International AIDS 
Society which organized the 
Conference. "But this conference 
proved that they were wrong." 

AMONG THE MISSING 

New York activist Mark 
Harrington singled out some of 
the missing for special criticism. 
"There is a real 'Mafia' that con- 
trols not only the ACTG [US 
AIDS Clinical Trails Group] but 
they control the retrovirus con- 
ference [which meets in January 
in the U.S.]. And guess what, 
they're not here," he said. He 
works with the Treatment 
Action Group and is recipient of 
a five-year MacArthur 
Foundation "genius" grant for 
his work in AIDS advocacy. 

"Chip Schooley didn't come 
and neither did Connie Benson, 
or Doug Richmond," said 
Harrington, naming three of the 
leading researcher/administra- 
tors. "I think that is a little bit of 
a 'fuck you' to the rest of the 
world, particularly to the devel- 
oping world," he continued. 
"They have the largest clinical 
trials infrastructure in the world 
and they didn't even bother 
coming to see. I think that is a 
little rude." 

Cornelius Baker took a differ- 
ent tact, "The reality is that there 
is no one not here that we 
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couldn't live without. The peo- 
ple who are here are the people 
who are very much committed 
to the future of this epidemic, 
which means really ending it in 
every corner of the world." 

"If 90 percent of the people 
have either no access to the 
drugs or the drugs are not use- 
ful to them in their part of the 
world, then we are producing 
useless science," Baker contin- 
ued. The former executive direc- 
tor of NAPWA and current head 
of the Whitman-Walker Clinic in 
Washington, one of the largest 
AIDS services organizations in 
the U.S., said, "The world that 
mattered was here." 

The IAS also announced that 
they would begin sponsoring a 
Conference on HIV Patho- 
genesis and Treatment to be 
held on alternate years. Unlike 
the Durban Conference, which 
included social sciences and 
community leaders, it will focus 
only on science. The first will be 
next July in Buenos Aires. 

New Treatment 
Guidelines for 
Poor Nations 

New treatment guidelines 
were unveiled by the World 
Health Organization (WHO) 
which include a section for 
"resource limited settings." 

"There is only one standard of 
treatment, which is the use of a 
combination of drugs aimed at 
maximum suppression of viral 
replication," read the document. 

But that seemed to be under- 
cut by an ensuing statement that 
a dual nucleoside regimen "may 
be suitable for use in resource 
limited settings," even though 
"they cannot achieve or sustain 
suppression of HIV replication 
to the same extent as the three- 
drug regimen." 

So what you are saying, asked 
one reporter, is that "there is one 
standard of care, unless you 
can't meet that standard." 

The organization representa- 
tives squirmed in silence for a 
few seconds before the WHO's 
Eric Van Praag responded, "We 
want to make sure that the reali- 
ty is the best possible clinical 
outcome."

I am in 
hot, Vega Baja,

grooves are turning heads here and abroad. 
I have compiled a variety of mix CD's from 
locals and some tracks you must add to 
your ever-growing music collection. 

Lego: "Sounds From the Boom 
Boom Room" / "Mad Flava" 
(After Hours/UC Music) 

The man behind the decks at Chicago's 
supreme funk parlor. Red Dog, brings the 
grooves that makes us move every 
Monday night right to your home stereo. I 
am talking about D] Lego, who not only 
spins the wax, but also drops tracks full of 
sweat, heart and soul. This mix CD is full- 
on discofied funk, deep melodic grooves 
and vocals to send us reaching for the 
heavens beyond the clouds. 

Just pop this in as he takes us on a jour- 
ney opening up with "Rescue Me" by 
Sunkids featuring Chance, moving into 
"Music Is My Way of Life" by Lab Rats. 

The build-up of what is yet to come pre- 
pares you for a stroll through this urban 
loft that gets packed to capacity when he 
puts the needle on the record and the 
sounds jump off the wax. Besides including 
his own signature tracks, "El Ritmo De 
Verdad," "Quiet On the Set," and "When 
I'm With You," Lego sets the nightlife on 
fire with feeling and captures it all in this 
mix, straight from the Boom Boom Room. 

But wait, it's not over yet. As I men- 
tioned before, the man has got mad skills 
and flava. He released several EP's: "Flava 
In Your Ear 1&2," "Quiet On the Set" and 
"Jazzmorphosis." "Mad Flava," the album 
by DJ Lego, continues his signature style of 
underground house with a Latin-jazz vibe. 
Now if you were expecting to hear some of 
the old tracks here, guess again. It's all 
new, including ppwer vocalist Donna 
Blakely's "My Strength" and a soulful mes- 
sage by Deus ("Spread Love"). 


My favorites on the album are "Monkey 
Jazz" and "A Summer's Latin Groove." 
Although the album contains only six 
songs, this leaves the door open for greater 
possibilities to come. So keep listening and 
keep an eye on one of Chicago's very own, 
DJ Lego. 

Johnny Fiasco: "Cluster" 
(After Hours/UC Music) 

Speaking of the Boom Boom Room, one 
of its alumni DJ's, Johnny Fiasco or "Pa- 
Pa" Fiasco, gives us a taste of his legendary 
prowess with "Cluster." Now when you 
think of the word, you may be thinking 
bundle, group or assemble. Well, you are 
absolutely right. 

I was first exposed to Pa-Pa's masterful 
techniques by way of the old Lizard 
Lounge in Wicker Park (which has now 
become Club Foot). Here he assembles an 
array of delicious beats and tracks. Johnny 
builds the vibe the way it should be done. 
This CD features an eclectic mix of vocals, 
disco riffs and Latin-tinged grooves. From 
the beginning opener of "Genuine Dub," 
by DJ Jes, "Sexy Sal," by Daniell Spencer 
and "The Reason We Took It 
Underground," by Studio Nova, it's obvi- 
ous to hear this clump of goodness like a 
quencher. Are you thirsty for more? 

Mel Hammond's "Impetus" takes the 
mix to another level of frenetic energy. 
Continuing in that same fashion, blending 
in "From K-town to Brugetown" by Deja 
Vu to "Pollen" by EBE, Johnny stings his 
target and leaves a lasting impression. 
Although you may see his name on more 
production and remix credits moreso than 
guest spots, Pa-Pa Fiasco continues to sur- 
prise us all with his never-ending talents. 

DJ David Britton: "House Theory" 

I met David a few years ago when I was 
a suburbanite yearning for the nightlife at 
Crobar and Red Dog. Over the years, I 
have managed to stay in contact and be 
exposed to his talent and to support him in 
those venues. 

After catching me at an engagement 
where I was in the mix, he gave me a copy 
of his CD and I was floored! "House 
Theory" is a musical adventure through 
the mind of a serious DJ. He blends in 
some of the phattest grooves and takes 
your mind, body and soul through a musi- 
cal excursion that is sure to delight any 
palate.

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COMING OUT OF 
DARKNESS: 

A Point of Clarity: 

Leaving the Darkness

In my May 2000 column for BLACKlines, 
"Searching for Clarity/' I wrote about the 
growing number of African Americans 
becoming diagnosed or dying due to 
HIV/ AIDS. My attempt was to bring focus 
to the fact that 20 years after the onset of the 
pandemic people of color are still the fastest 
growing demographic impacted by HIV. 

Prior to the publishing of that column, 

Vice President A1 Gore stated " . . .the num- 
ber of people who will die of AIDS in the 
first decade of the 21st century will rival the 
number that died in all the wars in all the 
decades of the 20th century." His statement 
was made in January at the United Nations 
Security Council. Since that time, the presi- 
dent of the U.S. has decreed that HIV/ AIDS 
is a matter of national security. Our global 
economy is feeling the affect of the AIDS 
pandemic, the workforce has been decimat- 
ed in some countries and millions of chil- 
dren have been left orphaned. Some of 
those children now have to deal with their 
lives as HIV-positive individuals. 

Sometimes with little to no medical care, 
care that we may take for granted living in 
large urban areas of the United States. 

HIV /AIDS is now the leading cause of 
death for people of African decent in the 
U.S. and some countries in the African 
motherland are revealing statistics that 
show that 1 in 4 adults are now HIV posi- 
tive. In some aspects it seems as though we 
as a global community still need to come 
out of darkness about HIV. Some of us have 
found clarity after a serious soul searching. 
It's a damn shame that the threat of lack of 
revenue may have been a motivator for 
political folks to start to pay more attention. 
I'm not bitter. As of August, I will have just 
been positive 11 of the 20 years that the 
world has been aware of HIV / AIDS. 

In the months of June and July, there have 
been reports and rebuttals of a new wave of 
HIV infection in San Francisco. It has been a 
hot topic on the Internet. The debate ensues 
because health officials there are concerned 
that after years of leveled rates of infection, 
the number of new infections of HIV nearly 
doubled, to 900, in 1999. There was a quote 
in The San Francisco Chronicle June 30 
that was used from Tom Coates, a noted 
director of an AIDS research institute: "This 
is a harbinger of what is going to happen all 
over the country. What happens in the HIV 
epidemic usually happens here first." 

I spoke with some friends of mine at work 
about the e-mailed article. We all agreed 
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that this could in 
fact be a scary reali- 
ty especially with 
the increasingly 
alarming rates of 
syphilis that are 
being reported all 
over the country, 
especially with 
same-gender-loving 
(SGL) men. What 
was really interest- 
ing is that I brought up how there were 
hundreds of men who came from all over 
the country for Chicago Black Pride. Many 
folks came for the cultural aspect, but there 
is always the possibility of finding someone 
you may engage with sexually if you are in 
the heat of the moment. A moment of being 
in the heat of the moment may sometimes 
relax your sexual boundaries, which might 
lead to unwanted STDs — let alone HIV. 
These folks then return home and carry on 
with their lives, or someone, and so on, and 
so on. It was then mentioned that the 
International Mr. Leather Weekend was this 
past Memorial Day where same-gender-lov- 
ing-people traveled from across the world 
and came together for a weekend. Then I 
thought how a majority of SGL people of 
African decent travel from all across the 
United States and descend on Washington, 
D.C. the same weekend for their pride cele- 
bration. From our group consensus, if there 
is a new wave of HIV infection it's probably 
rippling across the country and being trans- 
mitted as you are reading this column. 

I guess our conversation flashed me back 
and haunted me with my own words from 
my own column, "Searching for Clarity," 
where I wrote that I thought that we may 
have become a bit desensitized to the statis- 
tics. That people have heard the same old 
messages about safer sex and using con- 
doms. How complacent some of us may 
have become because of the hype we hear 
over AIDS being a manageable disease 
because of anti-retroviral therapy and pro- 
tease inhibitors prolonging lives. 

How haunting it is for some of us to talk 
about some of the most basic elements of 
being human: the need for love, to be 
touched and the primal need for sex. I guess 
there are no coincidences when you decide 
to write it out or talk it out. 

As we approach the 21st century I have 
come to realize that in the journey called life 
we will always be in a search for clarity as 
well as having intervals of being in dark- 
ness until we find a point of clarity for our- 
selves. It's still summer and a lot of people 
are enjoying what their journeys may bring 
them. People are making choices and part of 
being an adult is making choices in life. I 
must admit that a life of pills to sustain 
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your life as you battle HIV is full of peaks 
and valleys. I can tell you that no one has to 
be honest about a thing if all they are inter- 
ested in is getting a nut but you knew that 
already, didn't you? You already knew that 
it's your responsibility to practice safer sex 
even if you're living with HIV, didn't you? 

If in fact this new wave of HIV infection 
has started in San Francisco, I believe that 
the waves have never stopped. This is just 
one of those big ones and if we look at the 
past we can protect the future. There have 
already been reports of multi-drug resistant 
HIV on both coasts last year. Many individ- 
uals are not just surviving with HIV but liv- 
ing even in the face of side effects of medi- 
cine prescribed to help contain the virus 
including lipodystrophy, a body fat re-dis- 
tribution that has been linked to heart 
attacks and diabetes. 

Many are surviving even though there 
may be a threat of system failures. Daily life 
with HIV can take the strongest spirit down 
an avenue of darkness. 

I am concerned that people of color need 
to be prepared for this and learn from what 
we've seen and endured thus far in the past 
20 years and countless funerals. I'm excited 
that the Chicago Department of Public 
Health has Mocha 2000 addressing the 
needs of people of color. Developing new 
methods of HIV /AIDS education and pre- 
vention along with better healthcare for 
those of us who are living with HIV even 
before the government officially discussed 
HIV /AIDS as a matter of national security. 

I'm elated that at Chicago's Black Pride, I 
was able to see brothas's facilitate work- 
shops which engaged the audience about 
gender identity, sexuality, religion/ spiritual- 
ity and HIV /AIDS with new methods of 
engaging thinking about behaviors and 
issues or concerns that we may have 
already heard. 

It's always a good thing to be in a search 
for clarity or even have an epiphany about 
your life's journey. By now, 20 years later, 
we have heard about HIV /AIDS and heard 
about safer sex between consenting adults. I 
was searching for clarity before this summer 
started and now a point of clarity is show- 
ing through the darkness. Since there has 
been a new wave of HIV infection that's hit 
the West Coast, and, since we live in the 
world of global travel, we need to learn 
from the past so we won't bring such 
despair and mistakes into the 21st century. 

Hopefully we can cause a brighter future. 

I'm hopeful we can continue a rippling 
effect of knowledge, love and understand- 
ing for our people, for ourselves. We must 
continue to dialogue with our peers and 
especially our youth who are walking in our 
footsteps. We are worth it. Aren't we?

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10 Steps to 
Financial 
Security

One phrase that has always 
stuck with me is "proper plan- 
ning prevents poor perfor- 
mance." Although my grandfa- 
ther imparted this wisdom in 
the academic? and athletic 
realms, it's also a good lesson 
for one's finances. African 
Americans are generally more 
brand loyal than whites — to the 
extent that we spend significant- 
ly more on items such as TVs 
and clothes. Unfortunately, on 
average we only possess about 
10% of the net financial worth of 
whites. 

This wealth gap is due to vari- 
ous factors (for one, whites tend 
to inherit more money), but a 
major one is that our communi- 
ty is simply not saving and 
investing enough of our income. 
For the past couple of years I've 
been embarking on a journey to 
make my money work for me, 
and here are some lessons that 
I've learned. 

Goals — keep 'em real. Why 
do you want to be financially 
secure? It's good to outline your 
short-term, mid-term, and long- 
term goals. Perhaps you'd like 
to buy a home, start your own 
business, save for your child's 
college education, put money 
aside for retirement, or stash 
cash so you can go to D.C.'s 
Black Gay Pride next year. 
Whatever your goals, write 
them down and review them on 
a periodic basis to keep your 
eyes on the prize. 

Recognize the difference 
between income and net worth. 
Contrary to popular opinion, it's 
not what you earn that deter- 
mines how well off you are — it's 
how much you save and invest 
what you earn. The appearance 
of wealth — new car, designer 
clothes, and upscale vacations — 
does not necessarily equal actual 
wealth. A person can make a lot 
of money, and yet have little or 
no net worth (what you own 
minus what you owe). 
Unfortunately, high-profile 


examples such as the bankrupt- 
cy experiences of M.C. Hammer 
and TLC — who all made a phe- 
nomenal amount of money — 
come to mind. 

Pay yourself first. Often said 
like a broken record, but what 
exactly does this mean? My fam- 
ily taught me to always save 
10% of my income, regardless of 
my economic situation. Even 
when I was earning a very mod- 
est income early in my career, I 
kept this message to heart. Now 
that I'm more established, I 
stash a higher percentage. Direct 
deposit keeps me honest, as the 
money is taken out of my pay- 
check or account before I have a 
chance to spend it. 

Now, you may be thinking, 
"Girl, please! I'd love to pay 
myself first — as soon as I get 
some money to save." I've been 
there. However, you already 
have the money! Any person 
with a job can save at least $25 a 
month, or $300. It may not 
sound like it's worth the effort, 
but if you invest it in the stock 
market at an 11% return, you'll 
have more than $2000 in five 
years thanks to compounding 
interest. 

I once attended a financial 
planning workshop spon- 
sored by Chicago 
Foundation for Women 
where a former welfare 
recipient discussed how she 
started an investment club 
with other former recipients. 
If these women of very 
modest incomes can save, so 
can virtually anyone. Paying 
yourself means setting aside 
money to save & invest 
before your phone bill or 
even your rent. You then 
live off the remaining 
money, which forces you to 
do the next step: 

Budget, budget, budget. 
Saving does not equal depriva- 
tion — it's simply about reducing 
unnecessary spending so you 
have money for the things you 
want to do. Are you truly aware 
of how much money you spend 
in various categories on an 
annual basis? All of us have 
areas where we can easily 
reduce our spending, as even 
the "little" expenses can add up. 
For instance, I was surprised at 


just how much money I spent on 
books, magazines, and snacks 
last year and have cut back 
accordingly. 

If you have access to a com- 
puter, programs such as 
Quicken or Microsoft 
Money will help you track 
your expenses and identify 
areas where you can cut 
back. If you don't have a 
computer, keep a notebook 
and calculator handy. 

Educate yourself on finance. 
Before this spring, stock tables 
found in newspapers and TV 
commentary stating "Nasdaq 
was up 30 points today" intimi- 
dated me. Then I started reading 
financial publications like Black 
Enterprise, Your Money, and 
SmartMoney. The stock market 
isn't as complicated, as it seems! 
However, make sure you know 
the expenses involved, the risks 
and benefits, and minimum 
deposits of any investment. 

Take advantage of free 
money at work — and lower 
your taxes. This is one of the 
best ways to build your wealth. 
Does your employer offer stock 
options or a profit-sharing plan? 
Sign up! Many employers make 
401 (k) (for corporations) or 
403(b) (for non-profits) retire- 
ment plans available, and even 
match your contribution. 
Government employees have 
their own plan. My 403(b) con- 
tribution bumps me down to a 
lower tax bracket — which puts 
more money in my pocket and 
less in Uncle Sam's wallet. 

If your employer doesn't 
offer a retirement plan, you 
can set up an Individual 
Retirement Account or Roth 
IRA. Self-employed people 
can set up a SEP-IRA of 
Defined Contribution plan. 
All but the Roth IRA (which 
is funded through taxable 
income but is not taxed 
when you retire) are tax- 
deferred. Every dollar you 
invest reduces your taxable 
income and increases your 
retirement fund. 

Keep credit card debt to a 
minimum. This is where many 
of us get weak, and thus fail to 
meet our financial goals. Buying 
on credit may feel good at the 
time, but it's expensive in the 


long run. Work to purchase 
items on credit, and pay more 
than the minimum required to 
reduce your interest payments 
in the long run. On Oprah, I once 
heard about people (literally) 
freezing their cards, which gave 
them time to think about their 
desired purchase as the card 
was thawing out! 

Kick your savings account to 
the curb. Everyone should have 
an emergency fund account in 
anticipation of life's challenges. 

If you have a passbook savings 
account and it's not paying you 
a competitive yield of 5% or 
more — and the average savings 
account has low interest — then 
rid yourself of it. My former 
savings account had a paltry 
yield of 2.02%. After a story I 
read in Black Enterprise 
(www.blackenterprise.com), I 
found a money market account 
paying 6.25% interest, with an 
ATM card. The difference can 
put $100, $300, or more extra 
dollars in your wallet. 

Places to start include 
Nexity Bank ($1,000 initial 
deposit, www. nexity. com. 
877/738-6391) and Bank 
Direct ($500 initial deposit, 
www.bankdirect.com , 

877/839-2737). Some 
money-market accounts can 
be opened for just $250. > 

After you've built up a liq- 
uid emergency fund 
(experts advise 3-6 months 
worth of living expenses), 
you can consider certificates 
of deposit. CDs allow you to 
gain interest. Bank Caroline 
( www.bankcaroline.com. 

877/692-2765) offers CDs 
with a $500 initial invest- 
ment — cheap compared to 
the usual $1,000 or $10,000. 
Shop around, as you may 
get a better rate from an out- 
of-state bank or an online 
bank. Don't worry, it's FDIC 
insured unless it's a money- 
market mutual fund (be 
sure to check). 

Invest in stocks for as little as 
$10 a month! God bless the 
Internet, which has made it a lot 
easier for those of us without 
Bill Gates' wealth to enter the 
stock market. Research informa- 
tion once only available to insti- 
tutional and wealthy investors is 
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now a click away. We've all 
seen the wacky commercials for 
online brokers E-Trade ($2000 
initial investment, 
www.etrade.com) and 
Ameritrade ($500 initial invest- 
ment, www.ameritrade.com). 
Freetradez.com ($500 initial 
investment, 

www.freetradez.com) is a new 
online broker. Depending on 
how often you trade, you can 
now make trades for as low as 
$5 online — or free with 
Freetradez (because of ads). 

If $500 is outside your reach, 

Sharebuilder 

( www. sha reb u i Id er. com ) 

enables folks to purchase 
one share (or even a fraction 
of a share) of leading com- 
panies for as little as $10 a 
month. With your approval, 
they can deduct it from your 
paycheck or bank account. 

If you don't have access to 
the Internet (or even if you 
do) and have modest funds, 
you may want to check out 
direct enrollment stock pur- 
chase. DESPs allow you to 
buy shares directly from a 
company that pays divi- 
dends, where a portion of 
company profits is given 
back to shareholders. Call 
800/774-4117 for more a list 
of participating companies. 
DRIPs (direct reinvestment 
plans) are similar, but you 
may have to purchase your 
first share from a broker. 
Check out these websites for 
information on DRIPs: 
www.buyandhold.com. 

www.dripcentral.com. 

www. d ripinvestor. com . 

With both DRIPs and 
DESPs, you can purchase by 
dollar amount, which 
enables you to invest sums 
as low as $20 a month. 

If you don't have the time 
to keep track of individual 
stocks, many mutual funds 
(where your money is 
pooled with other people's 
cash in an investment port- 
folio overseen by a profes- 
sional money manager) 
have opened the door for 
you to get in relatively 
cheaply. Putnam Invest- 
ments ( w w w. putnaminv . 
800/225-1581) has mutual 
fluids where the minimum 


investment is $500. TIAA- 
CREF ( www.tiaa-cref.org. 
800/842-1924) allows you 
to invest in its mutual 
funds for as little as $25 a 
month through its automat- 
ic investment plan. 

You should only invest 
money you can "afford" to 
lose. You have the potential 
to significantly increase 
your riches, but you are 
also open to the risk of los- 
ing money. If you owned 
Qualcomm stock in 1999, 
you got a more than 2,000% 
return on your investment. 
However, Qualcomm stock 
has now plummeted. If you 
can't afford to lose the 
money or your savings goal 
is within a year, it belongs 
in a money market account 
or CD. 

Have a plan to pass on your 
assets. The family strife arising 
from Tupac Shakur's death 
should give us all pause in this 
area. Tupac died without a will, 
and his father — who was never 
involved in his upbringing — 
came out of the woodwork 
claiming his "fair share" of 
Tupac's estate. Make sure your 
assets land in the hands of the 
individuals or charities of your 
choice. If you have children, it 
is imperative you have a will 
that outlines who will take care 
of your children. Life insurance 
is also good to have if anyone 
depends on your income. 

In all, it's far better to be 
proactive about financial plan- 
ning than reactive. If we are to 
compete effectively in the new 
global economy, we must also 
take charge of our financial 
health and invest in our future. 

Otherwise, what sort of lega- 
cy are we leaving for our com- 
munity's children?

The major con- 
tributors to change were, and 
are, the people dedicated to 
political and social change, and are aware 
that the fight is far from over, when the 
march is more than a celebration but a 
demand for equality and an end to harass- 
ment of not just gay people but all people. 

The current generation needs to be 
reminded that there is still work to be done 
and as evidenced by the occurrence of 
harassment and back-peddling politicians it 
can all be taken away. The right for Black 
Americans to vote has to be renewed every 
five years, that too can be taken away as eas- 
ily as our hard-earned gay rights. Be proud 
of who you are, and what we as a diverse 
community have accomplished.

Intersex 

Feminism

Chromosomes: Why we 
are the way we are! 

Many of us may already know what chro- 
mosomes are, and how they determine our 
gender. The average genetic female has XX 
chromosomes, and 
the average genetic 
male has XY chro- 
mosomes. If you 
think that's where it 
ends then you're 
mistaken. 

Most Intersex peo- 
ple have XXX, XXY 
or XXYY chromo- 
somes. While I am XXY, there are other 
Intersex women like me who may be XXY, 
XXYY or XXX Y. What makes someone born 
Intersex is still unknown. 

While I think it's important for everyone 
to have all the facts regarding Intersex indi- 
viduals, I can only tell you what I know. For 
the past five years I have investigated my 
medical history to find out why I am the 
way I am. At first I thought I hit a dead end 
because there were no records available at 
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Cook County Hospital, where I was born, 
and the University of Chicago Hospital was 
reluctant to release my medical records. 
After two-and-a -half years of investigating, 
this is what I know: 

1 was born June 11, 1963 at Cook County 
Hospital, in Chicago. I was born a hermaph- 
rodite with Hypospadias and a bifid scro- 
tum. Hypospadias is when the urethra is 
formed under the penis instead of at the top. 
A bifid scrotum is where the sack that holds 
the testes are not fused, forming a pseudo- 
labia. Corrective surgery was performed at 
birth, leaving me with basic male genitalia, 
but no testicles. 

In 1971 1 was taken to the University of 
Chicago Hospital because I was shorter than 
most kids my age. After several tests, I was 
diagnosed with Hypopituritarism, and 
growth hormone deficiency. At the age of 14 
I started having gynecomastia (breast 
growth). It was at that time that my 
endocrinologist also diagnosed me with 
Hypoadrenalism, hypothyroidism, hypogo- 
nadism, and Klinefelter Syndrome. During 
this time I was given Testosterone injections 
(male hormones) because my body had 
started the feminization process, which is 
normal for adolescent girls. Even though I 
had no testes, or clinically Androgen 
Insensitivity Syndrome (Testicular 
Feminization), I was still treated as a male. 

During the next 12 years I was diagnosed 
with gender dysphoria, because I believed 
that I was a girl and had said so my entire 
life. It wasn't until 1998, after discussing my 
case with someone on the Internet, that I 
realized I was actually Intersex. I had first 
come out as Transsexual because I was 
familiar with the TS community. Even 
though I knew that I was different than 
Transsexuals, there wasn't an Intersex com- 
munity to come out to at that time. 

In late 1998 I saw an interview on televi- 
sion with Cheryl Chase of the Intersex 
Society of North America, on Dateline. In her 
interview, Cheryl mentioned the number of 
children born each year who are Intersex. 

She also mentioned Klinefelter Syndrome, 
and other medical conditions that make 
someone Intersex. Two months later I start- 
ed researching my medical history to find 
out if I was indeed Intersex. 

Some time that year, after knowing for 
sure, I came out as Intersex. 

Since the Intersex community is seen as 
people who are of more than one gender, we 
have been included under the umbrella of 
Transgendered. Most Intersex people, 
including myself, feel this is an inadequate 
definition. We are not Transgendered; we are 
people that are born between the gender 
spectrum.

SMITH from 14 Horizons and Color 


While village officials said 
they found no wrongdoing, 
they did settle. The $4.95 mil- 
lion, announced June 27, ends 
the case against the Village of 
Hoffman Estates, members of 
the police, Columbia Hoffman 
Estates Medical Center, and 
others. 

"There* are two tragic lessons 
in this story," attorney 
McFadden said. "The first is 
that Logan's death was avoid- 
able. Had he received proper 
medical attention, he could 
have survived his injuries. The 
second lesson had broader 
reach. In the course of our 
extensive investigation in this 
case, we discovered that the 
police department in Hoffman 
Estates was apparently engag- 
ing in practices that have since 
come to be known as 'racial 
profiling.' Targeting minorities 
is, unfortunately, standard 
practice in many communities. 
This case should serve as a 
reminder to municipalities 
everywhere that there are con- 
sequences for viola ting the 
civil liberties of residents. 
Resisting an unfair arrest 
should not be a death sen- 
tence. In Logan's case, it was." 

The lawsuit alleged, among 
other things, that the Hoffman 
Estates police violated stan- 
dard police procedures and 
constitutional law. It further 
alleged that the police rewrote 
the original incident report 
upon learning of Smith's 
death. The complaint also 
alleged police brutality. The 
Columbia Hoffman Estates 
Medical Center and Dr. 
Pardeep Bhanot faced charges 
of medical negligence and 
wrongful death for releasing 
Smith when he was sick. 
According to the complaint, 
the victim's extensive medical 
history was known both to 
medical personnel at the hos- 
pital and to the police.

The difference between a Transsexual and myself is a Transsexual is 
transitioning into a role; I am transitioning out of a role the medical 
profession tried to affix to me. 

I truly believe that when I started having breast growth at the age 
of 14 it should have been evident to the medical profession that the 
girl they were trying to make into a boy was indeed a girl. 

Each year there are literally hundreds of cases like mine throughout 
the world. Fortunately, because of ISNA (Intersex Society of North 
America), more and more doctors are becoming aware of Intersex 
children, and parents are given a choice. In some cases the children 
are allowed to live the way they are born until they themselves have 
chosen what gender they wish to live. 

What I am hoping to prove by writing articles like this is that it's 
impossible to continue to believe that we exist in a world of strictly 
males and females. There are women, like me, who were raised as 
boys, and there are men who were raised as girls. 

While I believe in the equal rights of all women, I particularly 
believe in the equal rights for Intersex Individuals. For too long the 
medical profession has used us as guinea pigs. Even after children are 
diagnosed with medical conditions that are caused from the child 
having been born Intersex (i.e. Klinefelter Syndrome, Turners 
Syndrome, or Hypospadias), most doctors insist that they "make" the 
child one or the other gender. In my case I was born a hermaphrodite, 
but was assigned male because there was something there that resem- 
bled male genitalia. 

I told myself years ago after the Mountain Moving Coffeehouse 
incident that I would never disclose personal information about 
myself in my articles again, but I believe that not only is it imperative 
that John Q. Public know what Intersex is, but the kid who is suffer- 
ing as I once did also needs this information.
